During this quarter of a century Mr. Lawless has contributed 
much towards the improvements in the sanitary circumstances of this District, 
and it is true to say that these improvements have been effected by the exercise 
of tact and good humour, and not by wielding the big stick of officialdom, The 
public has always been able to rely on his willingness to assist in the solution 
of problems, and his object has always been to secure co-operation, I am sure 
the Councillors will miss him and I must confess that I will miss his wise advice 
and genial personality. However, after 25 years as a Chief Public Health Inspector, 
he has earned his retirement, and I'm sure we all wish him and Mrs. Lawless a 
long and happy new future, 


The statistics show that the St. Austell R.D.C. compares favourably 
with the rest of the country - infant mortality and general death rates are 
below national figures, infectious diseases are, apart from a slight increase 
in measles, almost non-existent, 


The Council has pressed ahead with sewage schemes, housing grants 
and the eradication of unfit houses, It is pleasant to record the completion 
of the Quintrell Downs and Lane sewerage schemes, and the progress with the 
Lostwithiel Scheme. The St. Columb and St. Mawgan parishes have now come within 
Sight of the solution of their sewage difficulties. 


It is pleasant to record the increase in the number of improvement 
grants made by the Council, 


I wish to record my thanks to the Council for their activity and 
interest in all matters affecting the health of the community, to the Officers 
of the Council for their co-operation and to the members of the public health 
department for their constant comradeship.

The death pattern is somewhat unusual this time, as almost the same number 
of deaths occurred in both males and females. Usually women have the highest 
number of deaths in the over 75 year bracket - this year the difference is 
only one, while the next age group 65 - 74 years presents exactly the same 
datference , 


As usual most deaths were due to heart and circulatory causes and next highest 
is cancer, with all other causes outstripped.

On the following page there is a list of clinics providing personal services under 
the auspices of the Cornwall County Council, which are available to the people 
throughout the St. Austell.Rural District, 


In the main the nurse attachment scheme, by which nurses, midwives and health 
visitors are attached to individual general practices is working well. The number 
of patients visited by nursing personnel greatly increased in 1970. 


There were over 600 women attenders at the cervical cytology clinics, some through 
the Family Planning Association but over 550 by cervical cytology clinic appoint- 
ments. 


All members of the health staff are encourage to act as health education teachers, 
Since there can be no doubt that prevention is better than cure, and early diagnosis 
better than late diagnosis. 


The end of the year was marked by the appointment of a Social Services Director for 
the County, and the Health and Welfare department was scheduled to be split into 
two separate departments on lst April, 1971. This splitting of the department has 
been accompanied by earnest exhortations by the government for the need for close 
co-operation of health and welfare departments for the benefit of patients. By 

a peculiar form of reasoning the government has evidently decided that divorce 

of the marriage partners will allow them to live together more efficiently, 
separately. If this reads like an "Irishism", it is a surprisingly true situation.

sanitary Circumstances 


Water 


All but two parishes in the Rural District receive mains water supplied by the 
Nortr and Mid Cornwall Water Board, and this position is expected to be remedied 
in the near future. In all, over 80% of the houses receive a mains supply, 


The service is being continuously extended by means of mains extentions and improved 
by renewals and reinforcements. 


The water is tested frequently both for chemical content as well as bacteriological 
state - the results.are satisfactory. 


Over 400 samples are taken in various parts of the Rural District each year. The 
water supply has not been fluoridated, 


sewerage 


Pleased to be able to report some progress this year. Tenders for the St. Columb 
Scheme were invited in December and will be followed shortly thereafter by tenders 
for the St. Mawgan scheme, 


Consulting Engineers have been instructed to submit a feasibility report on a North 
Fal Drainage scheme to which the Sticker scheme is likely to be connected, In the 
meantime contract documents are being prepared and a start on the laying of sewers 
aneocieker irs planned for midel97l, 


The scheme for draining Quintrell Downs and Lane was completed during the year. Work 
started on the long awaited scheme at Lostwithiel and which will bring full sewerage 
facilities to that town by mid 1971. 


Public Conveniences 


New public conveniences were provided at Penhale, Fraddon and Coliza St. Mewan 
Gunns. one. year. 
Rodent Control 


The Contract with Rentokil Ltd., to carry out rodent control for the Council was 
continued. Satisfactory services have rendered to domestic and commercial premises, 
farms, refuse tips and sewers. 


Beach Safety 


The beach at Mawgan Porth is the only surfing beach. Since this beach is about 

17 miles from the St. Austell Rural District Offices, an arrangement has been entered 
into with Newquay U.D. for the supervision of the life-guards employed on this 

beach. This is a rational arrangement, as Newquay is an authority employing several 
life-guards on the adjoining beaches. In 1970 there were no hitches in administration. 


ocrap Metal Dealers 


Dealers continue to be registered and we have been of some slight assistance to 
the Police regarding stolen metals. 


Animal Boarding Establishments 
There is now only one in the area and this satisfies the obligations, 


National Assistance Act 


One person has been buried and fees incurred have been paid for out of the rate 
fund. 
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Petroleum Acts 


Seventy nine premises are licensed, Tests certificates are now required for all 
tanks over 20 years old. 


Litter 


The Act has not been of much help, it being almost impossible to get sufficient 
evideaice for a court action against an offender. Lay-by and other bins are 
emptied as required. Our beaches are scavenged during the season, and there are 
only small isolated trouble spots in the area. 


Derelict cars are becoming an increasing problem and although not a Public Health 
nuisance are an eyesore, Arrangements have been made with a Scrap Dealer to 
institute a collection of these cars, 


Refuse Collection and Disposal 


Five vehicles make a weekly collection throughout the district except in a few 
cases where a fortnightly collection is carried out. Under a contract with the 
RA... Station, St. Mawgan, bins are emptied daily. 


In the summer a twice weekly collection is carried out for hotels and caravan 
sites in the interests of hygiene, 


Before the end of 1969 tipping had commenced at the Councils new Conce Moor 

tip, which is about 30 acres in extent and has an expected life of about fifteen 
years. This tip is shared with Bodmin Borough, and both Authorities have resolved 
their worries regarding a site for some time, 


In spite of the public desiring refuse disposal, and this County being relatively 
lightly populated, the acquisition of sites for refuse disposal are difficult to 
obtain, as several local authorities in the County have been discovering. 


It would appear that as with beach safety local Councils will have to join in 
schemes of refuse disposal in the near future, The tip is proving satisfactory, 
but considerable expense was involved in drainage etc., to satisfy the River Board 
requirements, we have been fortunate in deriving cheap covering material from 
Meets a) OU aliel « 


The appointment of a Foreman has materially assisted in the day-to-day running, 
and by some re-arrangements of rounds savings in time and distance (hence cash) 
were effected. 


Vehicle maintenance is now on a better footing, arrangements with a local Engineering 
firm, (and the provision of a spare lorry), have enabled us to have each lorry off 
the road for inspection, maintenance and repair one week in five. We are, however, 
experiencing more mechanical and Hydraulic troubles owing to the very sophisticated 
collection vehicles now in use. We are not unique in this respect...

Inspection and Supervision of Food 


Ice Cream 


Almost all retail premises sell the pre packed article, which is stored in suitable 
containers. The shops and mobile vans selling from bulk supplies are regularly inspected 
to ensure they comply with the Regulations. The bulk supplies are made in the adjoin- 
ing areas and regular sampling is carried out in association with these neighbouring 
authorities. Uniformly good results have been obtained. 


Cafes, Restaurants and Food Catering Premises 


Regular inspections of such establishments are made and in the main very good 
standards of cleanliness are being maintained. On all occasions, staff are urged 
to pay attention to the cleanliness of their overalls and particularly to wash 
their hands frequently. 


Meat Inspection ~- Slaughterhouses 


There are now only five small private slaughterhouses in the area, all owned and 
occupied by country butchers. The quality of animals they purchase is first class 
and this is reflected in the very small amount of condemnations found during the 
lOO per cent inspection, An increased preference for buying off the hook to buying 
Ori ner hoot "1s “evident, 


Poultry Inspection 


There are three Poultry processing premises within the district. Regular inspections 
were carried out since poultry has in recent years been providing an ever increas- 
ing part of our main protein diet, the need for care is evident. In the region of 

a half million birds pass through the factories per year, 


Milk 


The publicity with regard to Brucellosis and its attendant dangers to health 
associated with the prohibition retailing raw milk from an infected herd until 
declared clear by the Medical Officer of Health, has resulted in less cases of 
Brucella infection in herds. This good result is being obtained in spite of 
increased sampling. It is hoped that a state of Brucella free herds will soon 
arrive, Farmers have been very conscious of the need to slaughter animals proved 
Lo be infected, inorder to. prevent spread.

A comprehensive programme of immunisation against diphtheria, whooping cough, 
tetanus, polio, measles and smallpox is carried out, either through County 
Council Clinics or by family doctors, from infancy to the end of school life. 
In addition at eleven years of age B.C.G. vaccination against Tuberculosis 

is carried out in school. The results of the success of these measures can 

be gathered from the gradual disappearance of many diseases which were a major 
cause Of morbidity not many years ago,

Tuberculosis Prevention 


Although the number of deaths from tuberculosis has diminished very notably 
over the years, and the notification of new cases has diminished also, but 
less markedly, a vigorous policy of prevention has been pursued in the County 
of Cornwall, School-children~in- the age-group 11 years are -offered-B.C.G. 
vaccination against the disease. In 1970 following preliminary testing of 

963 children in the selected age group, 826 children received B.C.G. Children 
who have already received the vaccine in early life and show positive reaction 
on testing do not need vaccination and hence part of the discrepancy between 
those tested and those receiving the B.C .G. Few children show a positive reaction 
who have not received B.C.G. The rest of the discrepancy is made up by those 
children whose vaccination was with held for special reasons of health e.g. 
severe asthma, 


In addition to the above, all new cases are visited by the Tuberculosis Health 
Visitor in order to assist in any measures needed to ensure continuation of 
treatment, cases on the list receive follow-up visits, and contacts of cases 
are visited and advice given regarding X-ray examination, Patients receive 
advice regarding the need for care in preventing the spread of the disease to 
contacts, 


The Mass Radiography unit visits St. Austell and Newquay on a fortnightly basis. 
All General Practitioners are notified of the dates and times, Arrangements by 
business and industrial concerns for X-ray examination of staff can be made through 
the Area Health Office,Moorland Road, St. Austell. The numbers can then be geared 
to the capacity of the unit in the time available.
